Four Children 
Die When Fire 
Sweeps Home 


GLASFORD. El. (A P) — Four 
children died in their beds Satur­ 
day when fire swept their two- 
story home and blocked their par­ 
ents’ efforts to rescue them. 
Mr. and Mrs. Laverne Glass 
were asleep downstairs when the 
fire broke out. Flames turned 
them back from the stairway to 
the children’s upstairs bedrooms, 
and they were driven outside. 
The Peoria County coroner’s of­ 
fice said smoke inhalation killed 
Lorraine, 9; Charles, 8; Davis, 6, 
and Jeffrey, 3. A fifth child, Au­ 
drey, 4, survived her brothers and 
sister because she was spending 
the night with grandparents. 
Glass, 31, and his wife, 27, were 
unharmed. He is a truck driver 
for the National Biscuit Co. 
Fire Chief Everett Taylor said 
the blaze began in an overheated, 
coal-burning, pot-bellied stove, the 
only heating apparatus in 
the 
house. It then spread to a wooden 
partition, he said. The interior of 
the house was destroyed, and Tay­ 
lor estimated damage at $6,000. 
Glasford is about 20 miles south 
west of Peoria. 


Fliers, Families 
Reunited: Questions 
Remain Unanswered 


TOPEKA, Ken. (AP) — John McKone and Freeman 
Olmstead came home Sunday, rushed through a restrained 
ceremony and were reunited in private with the children 
they had not seen in eight months. 
The two Air Force captains, released Wednesday after 
nearly seven months os prisoners in Russia, began a period 
of secluded relaxation with their families. 
"I'd say they're real tired at this point," said an Air 
Force officer, who accompanied the men on their flight from 
Washington to Topeka. 
Newsmen have not been al­ 
lowed to talk to the two ainee 
they were released. Col. Charles 
Van Vliet, an information officer, 
told newsmen the fliers expressed 
Joy at being at Forbes Air Base 
where they were stationed before 
being shot down over the Barents 
Sea near Russia last Ju ly I. 
"Boy,” Van Vliet quoted one of 
the fliers as saying as the plane 
neared Forbes, “ there are the 
old RBS — RB47 reconnaissance 
bombers used at Forbes.

Jet Airliner

AMAGANSETT, N.Y. (A P) — A 
Jet airliner on a training flight 
rolled over in the air Saturday and 
crashed into the Atlantic Ocean 
off the eastern tip of Long Island 
with a loss of six lives.

The victims aboard the plane 
were three instructors and three 
Jet trainees. There were no sur­ 
vivors. 
What caused the crash was not 
known immediately.

(he more imposing of these homes 
have been converted to inns for the 
tourist trade.

From 
then on the log cabin was a prime 
favorite, because of the abundance 
of timber.

Since 
then, the fraternity, one of the 
prominent Greek letter groups at 
the University of Southern Cali­ 
fornia, has lost only two jut of 
38 pledges because of poor grades. 
40 Year’s Experience 
Dr. Nason bas worked ta the 
teaching field 40 years as math, 
science, and engineering instruc­ 
tor and as special consultant on 
study methods. 
He began his teaching career 
in 1956 while still a senior at 
Central High School in Grand 
Rapids, Mich. He held an in­ 
structor’s certificate and taught ta 
a junior high school. 
Following a term of duty (1917- 
1919) with the 16th U. S. Calvary, 
he enrolled in Michigan State Col­ 
lege. He graduated with honors ta 
1923 with a B. S. ta engineering 
and higher grades than any engine­ 
ering student had made at Michi­ 
gan State in IO years. 
He began teaching that same year 
at East Lansing High School, then 
went to California high schools and 
colleges, where he acquired a repu­ 
tation for coming up with practical 
solutions on educational problems. 
It was a gift he applied to indi­ 
vidual students with some strik­ 
ing results. The head counsellor 
of the college began sending him 
the tough cases. 
During World War II the govern­ 
ment put Nason’s talent to work in 
the Navy’s officer and pilot-train­ 
ing programs. Between 1943 and 
1940 he supervised V-12 and V-5 
training, his duties taking him to 
25 of the nation’s college campus­ 
es. It was his job to show young 
men how to do three semesters of 
work in two—how to work efficient­ 
ly and avoid cracking up under the 
intensive, 
vacationless 
12-month 
study period. 
The success of V-12 and V-5 
training was one of the miracles 
of the crash program of the war 
years. 
After the war he went back to 
Long Beach City College, then took 
sabbatical, got his doctorate at the 
University of Southern California, 
and soon started to teach there ta 
the school of education. 
He likes to joke about the length 
of the title of his doctoral thesis: 
‘‘Patterns of Circumstances As­ 
sociated with Academic Achieve­ 
ment of High School Students of 
Superior Ability.” 
Outstanding Contribution 
Actually, the thesis was a prac­ 
tical, helpless study indicating the 
factors that contribute to good 
grades ta school. Educators con­ 
sider it an outstanding piece of 
work in the field. 


NASON, Ph, Ed. 


Normally, theses go on the libr­ 
ary shelf ta their typed form to 
gather dust. Dr. Nason's is the 
coly education thesis published ta 
the past five years at U.S.C. The 
monograph based on his thesis 
was cited in 1957 as the outstand­ 
ing publication of that year. 
Since 1941 Dr. Nason has been 


conducting a clinic for lagging 
students ta his hours outside the 
classroom. Hundreds of college, 
high school, and grade school stu­ 
dents have come to him, or been 
brought to him by their parents. 
He never turns down a case if 
the student answers yes to the 
Question: “Do you really want to 
help yourself and let me help you 
do better?” 
The student who answers yes 
and accepts Dr. Nason's guidance 
goes back to school and makes 
better grades. He has not had a 
failure yet! 
His successful methods and prin­ 
ciples of learning are drawing 
more and more attention as this 
era of scholarship makes its severe 
and exacting demands.

Historians sometimes say that the 
tone of a new presidential administra­ 
tion is largely set in its first days of 
power. If that is true, then the promise 
of the next four years is for vigorous 
action and eloquently forceful leader- 
vship. 
President Kennedy set that mood in 
his first crowded weekend in office. His 
busy round of conferences, issuance of 
the first executive orders, his message 
lo Soviet Premier Khrushchev — all 
these seemed to flow naturally from his 
dramatic inaugural address. 


The proof is. of course, in the doing. 
It is much too early to be looking for 
major accomplishment from him and 
his administration. In both the foreign 
and domestic realm, he has many stout 
obstacles to surmount if he would set 
this country on the new high road. 
But perhaps the meaningful thing 
right now is that he is behaving like a 
man who truly believes the barriers can 
be leaped. More than that, he is acting 
like a man who thinks that if he issues 
the call for action, for sacrifice, the 
people of this nation will follow with­ 
out question. 
His inaugural speech was remark­ 
able for many things. Not the least of 
these is the fact that he spent no time 
dwelling upon the greatness of Amer­ 


ica. It clearly underscored all he said 
but he left it substantially unspoken. 
He credited Americans with know­ 
ing their greatness. He centered his at­ 
tention on the uses of that greatness, to 
make the world a better and safer place 
for all people to live in. 
And he asked his fellow citizens to 
consider what they might do to en­ 
large our strength and stature, rather 
than to take from it. 
Though he sounded a powerful note 
of hope—hope for peace and disarm­ 
ament, hope for the uplift of the strug­ 
gling peoples of the globe, hope that 
the wonders of mankind may be turned 
to its benefit instead of its destruction 
— Kennedy rooted his appeals in the 
grim realities of the age. 
The summons he issued to the 
American people, a call which is plain­ 
ly intended to reach beyond all political 
boundaries, was for us to “bear the 
burden of a long twilight struggle, year 
in and year out.” 
Thus, as he embarks on his difficult 
path, a new President moves with no 
illusions. But he brings to his tasks the 
strong urgency of energetic youth, and 
many early signs of high competence. 
For the sake of us all Americans in 
both parties and our friends abroad 
wish that the promise he gives is ful­ 
filled.

A REALLY LAVISH wingding 
was that which the Texas State 
Society threw for Vice President 
Lyndon Johnson. The party took 
up the entire Statler-Hilton mez­ 
zanine. 
For three hours, hundreds of 
guests, some wearing black cow­ 
boy boots with their tuxedoes 
drank gallons of bourbon and 
munched roast beef sandwiches, 
the only food served. 
Walters carved the roasts in 
Texaa-slze chunks. Some servings 
were so large that four shoes of 
bread were needed to hold them. 
THE FIRST BIG BLOWOUT of 
Inauguration week also turned out 
to be the most fragrant.

Kennedy and Johnson during the 
inaugural events had its share of 
headaches.

Johnson slipped into the Shore 
ham Hotel Blue Room to eat a 
quiet dinner with friends. 


He arrived unnoticed during the 
floor show, and sat down at a 
rear table. The MC announced: 
“Ladies and gentlemen, I have 
just learned the vice president­ 
elect Is here. Let’s have the spot­ 
light on his table, please.” 
Johnson graciously took a bow. 
His three Secret Service 
body­ 
guards did a slow bum. 
Immediately after 
the 
lights 
went out for the next act, the 
Johnson party canceled their or­ 
der, and went to a private room 
where sandwiches were served. 
The explanation given for John­ 
son’s abrupt departure was that he 
had eaten at two earlier recep­ 
tions. 
AT THE BIG INAUGURAL gala, 
actor Tony Curtis explained the 
Electoral College like this: 
“It’s what makes Washington, 
D. C. instead of A. C.” 
But baldheaded Jimmy Durante 
received the biggest laugh when he 
appeared wearing a Kennedy-style 
red toupee. 
UPON GETTING her first sight

Although he stiff-armed Khrush­ 
chev in the inaugural talk, he 
didn’t rough him up, talked of 
cooperation 
and 
b e g i n n i n g 
“anew.” This was fairly soft talk. 
Khrushchev seemed to respond: 
He released two captured Ameri­ 
can fliers, only survivors of toe 
RB47 plane shot down last July I 
by a Russian fighter. 
In turn, Kennedy said he was 
continuing the ban on U.S. spy 
flight over Russia. 
Kennedy said Oct. 12: “We must 
use our surpluses and our tech­ 
nology to meet the critical Afri­ 
can need for food.” 
He followed through at his first 
news conference, Jan. 26, with 
this: “The United States govern­ 
ment has decided to increase sub­ 
stantially its contribution toward 
relieving famine to the Congo.” 
On Sept. 19 Kennedy, critical 
of the Taft-Hartley Act’s labor- 
strike injunction, its main strike- 
settling instrument, said: 
“Why should we be armed only 
with the power to enjoin labor 
when, there is a whole arsenal 
of other weapons available 
including mediation.” 
On Jan. 21, the day after being 
sworn in, Kennedy agreed to have 
his new secretary of labor. Arthur 
Goldberg, go to New York to try 
to settle a two-week old dam­ 
aging harbor strike. It was set­ 
tled over the weekend. 
On Oct. 5, Kennedy said: “We 
must get moving on the problem 
of depressed areas.” 
On Jan. 21, the day after be­ 
coming President, Kennedy in his 
first executive order started car­ 
rying out this campaign pledge by 
directing increased distribution of 
free food to needy families to de­ 
pressed areas. 
During the campaign Kennedy 
promised a code of ethics for gov­ 
ernment employes. Two days af­ 
ter taking office he appointed 
three law professors to advise 
him on ethics and conflict of in­ 
terests ta government. 
On Sept. IO he said peace “re­ 
quires an America that is plan­ 
ning, preparing and striving for 
disarmament.” 
Tuesday, Jan. 24, he began his 
administration’s study of disarma­ 
ment in a White House conference 
with his top advisors on that sub­ 
ject. 
In his speech accepting toe 
Democratic presidential nomina­ 
tion last July 15, Kennedy prom­ 
ised to do something about the 
“blight” which “has descended on 
our regulatory agencies (like the 
Federal Communications Commis­ 
sion and Federal Power Commis­ 
sion).” 
He acted with sharp speed on 
this by asking James M. Landis, 
tonner dean of the Harvard Law 
School, to investigate the agen­ 
cies and report on remedies. Lan­ 
dis turned to a blistering report. 
On Dec. 29, or 22 days before 
taking office, Kennedy assigned 
Landis toe jbb of his special as­ 
sistant to reforming the agencies. 
But Kennedy made campaign 
promises to many fields — like 
housing, 
education, 
depressed 
areas, and the economy — and 
appointed study groups to make 
recommendations to him by the 
time he became President. 
They did. So he’s prepared to 
act (rn them with Congress. If 
what has happened to Kennedy’s 
first week is typical of how he 
intends to perform throughout his 
presidency, he and the country 
will have a busy four years. 


Hemingway described as “grace 
under pressure” arrives, and then 
they incarnate the heroic. 
Translate this same courage into 
every day's affairs and you have 
the quality of heroism demanded 
of each of us. It is not only a 
president who assumed a dedica­ 
tion of mind and energy this week; 
it is a citizenry, too. which needs 
to exhibit this “grace under pres­ 
sure.” 
No people, unwilling to be heroic, 
has a right to demand heroism of 
its leaders. Every elected official 
who honestly dedicates himself to 
an inspiring leadership has a right 
to demand this same quality of his 
country. 
President 
Kennedy 
described 
some of these pressures in his 
book, “Profiles of Courage.” 
They are not as easily die- 
cernible as toe flames and smoke 
of the burning 6hip. But they are 
there. There are such pressures 
as the lure to go along with toe 
crowd or the political necessity to 


get reelected. 
In the time when he confronts 
the needs of compromise he will 
have to make decisions which af­ 
fect the destinies of millions. Said 
toe President, long before he had 
announced his decision to nm: 
“We can compromise oar poli­ 
tical positions bat not ourselves. 
We can resolve the clash of Inter- 
toe I eats without conceding our ideals. 
“And even the necessity for the 
right kind of compromise does not 
eliminate the need for those ideal­ 
ists and reformers who keep our 
compromises moving ahead, who 
prevent all political decisions from 
meeting the description supplied 
by Shaw: 'smirched with compro­ 
mise, rotted with opportunism, 
stretched oat of shape with wire­ 
pulling and putrefied by permea­ 
tion.’ ” 
In these days the President and 
his colleagues assume enormous 
responsibilities. We will all need 
to pray that we have the needed 
grace for toe pressures upon us. 
There is a pressure of outer affairs 
which C. P. Snow described as 
“the danger to which we have all 
been brought up to think that we 
had all the time in the world. We 
have very little time. So little 
that I dare not guess at it.” 
It is the pressure of an inner 
faith which knows this same lack 
of time and 60 demands that “we 
lay aside every weight that so 
easily besets us and run with pa­ 
tience that race that is set before 
us, looking unto Jesus, the author 
and the finisher of our faith.” 
Then it may turn out that we 
can play a certain role that has 
been thrust upon us by history 
and to do it in an admirable way.

Church Programs Add to 
Woll-Beiag of Golden Agers 
BY MARIE DAERR 


“The concern of friends, and their practical help, can often 
tide an older person over an illness and get him on his feet again 
the best kind of therapy. 
“As he becomes older and his contacts more limited, this 
friendly visiting from the people of his religious fellowship takes on 
added importance.’’ 
This is just one of the church programs to help older people 
that are described in a background paper on “Services of Religious 
Groups for the Aging,” prepared for the White House Conference on 
Aging. Material was gathered by the conference’s committee on religion 
and aging, headed by Msgr. Raymond J. Gallagher. 
What churches can mean to older people is indicated by this 
statement: 
"The medical profession has been very vocal in agreeing that 
programs of the churches and synagogues can do much to keep an 
older person functioning happily and usefully in a normal community 
pattern.” 
_ 
Other practical helps the committee describes: 
• Using experienced older members in part-time jobs in 
financial administration, building supervision, landscape, gardening, 
public relations, etc. 
• Launching employment exchanges, with perhaps an older 
person providing transportation in return for a sewing job, or paint­ 
ing a room in return for garden work. 
• Organizing fellowship groups with lectures for older people. 
When middle-age groups are invited to join in, this becomes a subtle 
kind of preretirement counseling. In one church, a retired graduate 
nurse volunteered to give older shutins or their families advice on 
health care. 
• Giving cautions about such things as fraudulent practices and 
information on how medical, home nursing, psychiatric, dental, foot- 
care, homemaker services can be had.. 
• Setting up a “library” of sickroom equipment to loan to people 
who need the items. 
In a section on. the Protestant Church, the committee expressed 
concern that very little has been done at the graduate seminary level 
to train the oncoming generation of pastors and church workers to 
deal with the "new generation” which medical science has added to 
our social structure. 
Ministers who become interested in gerontology “pick up” a 
knowledge of the subject where they can find it, the committee re­ 
ported.

Roll Out the Cabbage

Green—February list of plenti­ 
ful foods is headlined by cabbage. 
But the big news is that a lot of it 
is green like spring. The greener 
the leaves the more nutrition for 
your money, remember. 
These early spring cabbages, now 
piled high in your market, are not 
so firm os the white face cabbages 
from storage, which are used 
mainly for kraut and pickles. Nor 
will they keep so long. But they 
are tender, great for salads, per 
feet for quick cooking, very inex­ 
pensive and a nutrition trove. Se 
lect those that are heavy for their 
size, and free from insect injuries 
and bruises. 
Red—Reddish-purple cabbage is 
plentiful, too. It is rarely used 
cooked but goes into salads for 
color and consistency contrast. 
Some winds up to the pickle jar. 
The so-called ’domestic” cab­ 
bage, available until July, is green, 
not too compact, with pointed, 
rounded or drum-shaped head. The 
“Danish” type, now on the market, 
Is either green or white, with over­ 
lapping leaves on the head. 
Buy your cabbage by the pound, 
not by the head. A small head 
weighs under 2 pounds; a medium 


head from 3 to under 6 pounds, 
and a large head up to 5 pounds. 
Yellow—Onions are budget news 
for February, also. For strong fla­ 
vor, select the yellow or globe va­ 
riety. That’s for soups and stews 
and other dishes where you want 
your onions to speak out manfully. 
But for the less assertive, more 
feminine onion influence, select 
jthe Bermuda or sweet Spanish 
type. If you have any doubt, ask 
a self-respecting hamburger. 
Good onions are bright, clean 
and hard. If a green stem has be­ 
gun to develop, don’t buy them. 
Or if they are moist at the neck, 
or if any decay appears on the 
outer scale, throw them back.

Soybeans Helped 
By Molybdenum 
At Carlinville 


URBANA—No widespread bene­ 
fits are likely In Illinois from 
treating soybeans with molybde­ 
num, a University of Illinois ag 
ronomist reported last week. 
A. L. Lang, speaking before the 
annual Illinois Custom Spray Op­ 
erators’ Training School, caution­ 
ed, however, that research data 
are not sufficient to make speci­ 
fic and detailed local recommenda­ 
tions. 
Lang reported that field tests 
were conducted on five experi­ 
ment fields in 1960. 
Except for 
one field, the results showed no 
positive or negative effects from 
the molybdenum treatment. 
At the Carlinville field, how­ 
le r , all molybdenum-treated plots 
averaged about 3 bushels an acre 
more than untreated plots. 
The 


Illinois soil scientists are now in­ 
terested in making further chem­ 
ical tests of the soil and the soy­ 
bean seed to see whether they can 
identify the cause of this yield in 
crease. On this field there seemed 
to be no relation between plots 
with lime, no lime or other fer­ 
tility treatments.

By the year 2000 — (Only 40 
years away) the average U. S. farm 
will produce $100,000 worth of pro­ 
ducts per year. This will mean a 
■labor productivity increase of 500 
to 600% because no more farm

J. L. Albright spoke on milking 
machines, their use and care. 
“Nobody is satisfied,” he declar­ 
ed. “There is a confusing and ex­ 
pensive lack of standards. Illinois 
dairymen now use machines made 
by 20 some manufacturers and 
they’re all different. Pulsations 
range from 46 to 120 per minute, 
with a vacuum of from IO to 16 
inches. Such variances are ex­ 
tremely difficult to evaluate and 
makes it almost impossible to draw 
up recommendations.” 
Albright said that skilled opera­ 
tors of today’s equipment can milk 
a high producing cow in three to 
six minutes. Holland, which has 
many of the best dairymen in the 
world, has raised its sights on fast 
milking and has introduced a ma­ 
chine that operates on a vacuum 
of 27 inches, as compared with cur­ 
rent U. S. machines with a vacuum 
of IO to 16 inches.

VETERANS HOSPITALS

WASHINGTON (AP) — Nearly 
half a million American veterans 
are receiving free medical treat­ 
ment. under the government’s far­ 
flung Veterans Administration, for 
ailments 
and disabilities 
having 
no connection with their service 
in uniform. 
Such 
benefits 
are 
legal, 
ap­ 
proved by Congress, and have ex­ 
isted since World War I. 
But the snowballing cost of free 
medical aid for the nation’s aging 
veteran 
population, 
viewed 
against a background of huge de­ 
fense outlays and rising federal 
'xpenditures, may prompt the new 
37th Congress to take a harder 
look at the VA’s free-treatm ent 
policies. 
Are American taxpayers being 
victimized by a "gigantic give­ 
away" to pay for the care of war 
veterans 
who 
have 
nonservice- 
i connected disabilities? 
Are VA medical costs excessive 
and would it be cheaper for the 
government to pay for the care 
of veterans in private hospitals? 
The American Medical Associa­ 
tion’s Council on Federal Medical 
Services says the answer to both 
these questions is yes. The Veter­ 
ans Administration says no. 
Allegations 
aired 
in 
Congress 
j and elsewhere also claim that sig­ 
nificant numbers of ineligible vet­ 
erans are chiseling and lying in 
order to get free VA hospital care 
—including some "who drive up 
to VA hospitals in their own Cad­ 
illacs... and (others) who enter 
with several thousand dollars in 
their pockets." 
VA officials promptly declared 
that all studies made by them­ 
selves and by others indicate that 
"chiseling” is practiced by only 
half of one per cent of the thou­ 
sands 
of 
nonservice-connected 
cases handled annually by VA. 
Under 
present 
law, 
veterans 
with 
non service-connected 
ail 
ments m ay get free care in VA 
hospitals if beds are available and 
the veteran signs an affidavit that 
he is unable to pay for his own 
medical care. 
Many private doctors object to 
Uncle Sam ’s paying the bills for 
nonservice-connected 
cases. 
The 
Maryland State Medical 
Society 
has urged the American Medical 
Association to seek a full-dress 
congressional hearing on the sub­ 
ject. 
The 
Marylanders 
contend 
nonservice-connected cases consti­ 
tute more than 85 per cent of all 
those treated by VA. 
VA says 66 per cent of all its 
hospital patients are nonservice- 
connected ones and that of these, 
per cent also have service-con­ 
nected disabilities. 
The AMA’s policy-making house 
of delegates 
has approved 
the 
Maryland proposals but referred 
it for further study. 
Just what is the scope of the 
VA 
medical department 
around 
which such controversies 
swirl? 
It has a $1,170,502,000 appropria­ 
tion for this year—about a fifth 
of VA’s total appropriation of $5,- 
363,302.000. 
It’s a system of 173 hospitals 
spread 
throughout 
the 
country, 
plus approximately 199 outpatient 
clinics 
and 
home-town 
medical 
services which together provide 
care for nearly two million pa­ 
tients yearly. VA also has many 
research laboratories. 
The 
medical 
departm ent 
em ­ 
ploys about 120,000 of the VA’s 
155,000 employes. 
VA hospitals have about H3.000 
beds, with an average of 112,000 
filled on any given day. 


—the latest period for which fig­ 
ures are available — 664,714 pa­ 
tients were treated in VA or VA- 
contract hospitals plus thousands 
of others treated on an outpatient 
basis or by private doctors paid 
by VA. 
Of the 664,714 treated in hots 
pitals, 493,801 were general medi­ 
cal and surgical patients; 116,349 
were neuropsychiatric; 31,074 tu­ 
berculous: and 23,490 neurolog'cal. 
The most 
recent cost-of-treat- 
ment squabble between VA and 
AMA representatives occurred in 
1958. At that time the AMA’s fed­ 
eral medical services committee 
reported on a study comparing 
VA costs with those of nonfederal 
state and private hospitals. 
The VA had said In the past 
that valid comparisons could not 
be made because VA’s cost fig­ 
ures include such additional things 
as physicians’ salaries, m ore va­ 
ried staffs, differed adm inistra­ 
tive methods, complete rehabili­ 
tation of the patient, and even rec­ 
reational programs. 
So, the AMA committee said, 
its study "attempted to derive ad­ 
justed 
cost data covering 
only 
those VA services which may be 
considered common to all hospi­ 
tals.” 
Their conclusion was that "after 
‘extra’ VA services have been ex­ 
cluded, 
the average case costs 
three times as much as the aver­ 
age nonfederal case." 
The 
average 
costs 
were 
ob­ 
tained by multiplying the daily 
average cost per patient by the 
length of stay in a hospital wheth­ 
er it was general medical and 
surgical, neuropsychiatric or tu­ 
berculosis. 
Lengths 
of stay are 
actually 
shorter for neuropsychiatric and 
tuberculosis patients in VA than 
in nonfederal hospitals, the report 
said. But for general medical and 
surgical patients, the stay runs 
about 30 days in a VA hospital, 
compared with about 7 in a non­ 
federal hospital. Hence the higher 
over-all cost. 
The VA countered promptly de­ 
claring the entire comparison 
as 
invalid. The agency said that for 
one thing. "The VA has sought 
and obtained funds from Congress 
to provide medical care of high 
quality—not average quality. . . 
Certainly the question of differ­ 
ences in the quality of care pro­ 
vided in VA hospitals and that 
provided in the average nonfeder­ 
al hospital are pertinent factors.” 
VA and private hospital costs 
were not 
comparable, 
the 
VA 
said, since " a t least 50 per cent 
of the patient load in VA general 
medical and surgical hospitals is 
comprised of long-term patients 
as compared with only about 13 
per cent in nonfederal hospitals." 
Dr. H. M artin Engle, VA’s dep­ 
uty chief medical director, says 
a very high percentage of all VA 
hospital 
patients 
have 
chronic, 
degenerative diseases which re­ 
quire long 
treatment. 
On 
any 
given day, says VA. more than 
half of its average 112,000 hospi­ 
talized patients are neuropsychi­ 
atric cases. 
To 
critics 
who 
suggwtt 
that 
service-connected cases should be 
treated in m ilitary or private hos­ 
pitals rather than in VA institu­ 
tions, VA’s medical director, Dr. 
William S. Middleton, says there 
just wouldn’t be room.
